The applicant's arguments (pages 17-18) with regards to claims 1,14, and 42 have been considered, but they are not persuasive for at 
leasjt the following reasons. Applicants argue (page 18) that "The Raterman system is thus an optical pattern reading system for sorting 
andxouting documents, and not a doucment authentication system. Accordingly, the Raterman system and the Kariakin system operate 
in entirely different manners and have entirely different objectives." In response to applicant's argument that the Raterman reference is 
nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be 
reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of 
the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Kariakin and Raterman are 
combinable because they are both concerned with optically scanning a workpiece surface for document recognition (and therefore have 
similar objectives). Furthermore, Kariakin and Raterman both utilize an optical scanning head to achieve this purpose (and therefore 
operate in a similar manner). Accordingly, the combination of Kariakin and Raterman appear to still be applicable to claims 1,14, and 42. 
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
